The application by Sunstates for rezoning of its property 
south of the Greenway Shopping Center received a recommen- 
daion for approval by the Technical Staff of the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Planning Commission. The develo¬ 
pers are asking for C-M zoning for a little more than one-third 
of their 33.75-acre property and C-O zoning for the remainder. 


The property is now zoned R-10 
Just outside the city limits, the 
piece of land in question is bound, 
ed by Hanover Parkway, the Belt- 
way and its access ramp to the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway, 
and Greenbelt Road. The original 
zoning application (#9352), which 
had requested C-M zoning for the 
entire parcel, was amended on De¬ 
cember 18 1980, to conform gener¬ 
ally with recommendations of the 
technical staff in their original 
report of May, 1980. 

In the intervening year, West¬ 
ern Development as contract pur¬ 
chaser has been replaced by Coak- 
ley & Williams as agent; there¬ 
fore, the correspondent or attor¬ 
ney handling the case has also

changed, from Robert ManzCTo 

Russell Shipley. The Cameron 
Brown Investment Group, owner 
of the parcel, has changed its 
name to Sunstates. Another 
change within the last year is the 
county's interest in extending 
Hanover Parkway to Good Luck 
Road. This is possible because of 
a new funding tool that did not 
exist a year ago. Inability to find 
financing for the construction of 
this extension was a major stumb¬ 
ling block in last year’s develop¬ 
ment efforts.

Recommendations 

The technical staff recommen¬ 
dations are basically the same as 
last year's a balance of C-M and 
C-O zones. The proportion of the 
tract that is now requested to be 
developed in the C-M zone has 
been cut back in size and also 
moved eatsward. As a result of 
its present location, the list of con¬ 
ditions that the technical staff 
would attach to approval has been 
increased. (Sec map on page 4.) 

A look at the map shows that a 
year ago the technical staff recom¬ 
mended C-M for the area with the 
greatest visibility, along the Belt- 
way access and B-W Parkway 
<about 19 acres), Coakley & Wil¬ 
liams shows a more interior loca 
tion for the C-M zone with more 
limited visibility, and only from 
the Beltway (13.55 acres). In both 
cases the staff was constrained to 
permit no more C-M than they felt 
provided a reasonable overall bal¬ 
ance of a variety of commercial 
uses. Even so they would appear 
to find C-M uses a potential de¬ 
traction from the high quality de¬ 
velopment now in place — the 
Green way Shopping Center — and 
the high-quality development they 
expect to take place within the 
immediate area, called by the 
planners “an activity center," 

An activity center, as described 
by Catherine Wallace of the MN- 
CPPC technical staff, “includes re¬ 
tail commercial, some professional 
offices, perhaps high density resi¬ 
dential and maybe some public or

APB Issues Report 

In its report No. 247, which the 
city council received at Monday 
night’s regular meeting, the Advi¬ 
sory Planning Board advised the 
city to recommend denial of the 
requested rezoning to C-M, Com¬ 
mercial Miscellanous, for 13.55 
acres of the Sunstates property. 
The APB, however recommended 
approval of the requested C-O, 
Commercial Office Building, for 
the remaining 20 acres. 

Council had returned to the 
Board its earlier report for re¬ 
consideration following council's 
April 13 meeting. At that meeting 
developers Coakley & Williams 
presented plans for their parcel 
of land located behind the Green¬ 
way Shopping Center and adja 
cent to the Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter Building. They also discussed 
the possible construction of Han¬ 
over Parkway to Good Luck Raod 
using a new state financing tool 
called “Tax Incremental Finan¬ 
cing,” ( A meeting of the deve¬ 
lopers with city and county offi¬ 
cials was held Tuesday on this 
issue.)

Hearing Set On Proposed 
Metrobus Route Change 

The Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority and the 
Prince Georges County govern¬ 
ment will hold a public hearing 
at 7:30 p.m. Wednesday, May 27 
at the New Carrollton City Hall, 
8511 Legation Rd., New” Carroll¬ 
ton, on proposals to reduce the 
amount of Metrobus service fi¬ 
nanced by the County. 

Changes are being considered 
in two routes affecting Greenbelt. 
The present R12 line which runs 
from the Dean wood Metro sta¬ 
tion to Greenbelt Center will ter¬ 
minate at Beltway Plaza and the 
T16 which runs from the New 
Carrollton Metro station to Belt- 
way Plaza will come into Green¬ 
belt Center as usual and go 
through the former R12 route of 
Gardenway, Ridge, Laurel Hill, 
Hillside, Crescent, Kenilworth and 
Greenbelt Rd. No change in fre¬ 
quency of trips is planned but 
there is no assurance that the 
times will remain the same.

New Addition on Legion Post 
Home Dedicated in Ceremony

The 112-year old farmhouse that is the center core of the 
Greenbelt American Legion Post home has undergone a new 
transformation this spring that increases the private cocktail 
lounge area for members of Post 136. The new lounge was 
dedicated at an open house on Saturday, April 18. This is the 
first major change in the structure since I960, when the dining¬ 
room addition on the west end of the building was completed. 


According to Eugene Sparks, 
President of the Post Home, the 
decision to enclose the building’s 
former front porch was made 
when efforts to purchase five 
acres of land to the west of the 
structure fell through. Prohibited 
by zoning restrictions from in¬ 
creasing the size of the building 
itself without also increasing the 
adjacent vacant land, Post offi¬ 
cials decided instead to utilize the 
porch area. The result is a pleas¬ 
ant paneled room with a large bar 
opening also into the multi-pur¬ 
pose room adjacent. Also included 
in the renovation was moderniza-* 
tion of the Post kitchen, improve¬ 
ment of the electrical wiring 
throughout the building, a new 
ceiling and repainting of the main 
hall. 

Post member Billy Steele, own¬ 
er of the B & B Construction Co. 


which carried out the moderniza 
tion, continues a long tradition of 
member involvement in the actual 
construction work that has trans¬ 
formed the original decrepit old 
10-room farmhouse into a facility 
adequate to the needs of the 
2548-member organization. Leased 
from the federal government at 
$15 a year for five years, after the 
Post’s founding in 1939, the build¬ 
ing needed extensive repair to 
make it usable. Members who 
were electricians, plumbers, car¬ 
penters and general handymen 
helped to put it into shape in 
those early years. In June 1949 
the Post purchased the property 
for $2000, including over three 
acres of land. By that time the 
building had been increased with 
the addition of a 40 by 80-foot 
hall at the rear. In 1954 two wings 
See LEGION, page 6, col.

Another Big Fire at SHL; 
SmokeDetectorSoimdsAlarm

The apartments of three families were burned out at Spring- 
hill Lake Thursday morning, April 3G T and nine other apart¬ 
ments had varying degrees of damage resulting in total losses 
of about $250,000. The fire started in the living room in Apt. 
103, j 6QQ2 Rreezewood Dr, and spread rapidly. 


The occupants were alerted by 
their smoke detector and the first 
alarm was received by the county 
fire department at 5:01 a.m, A 
second alarm was registered at 
5:09. Firemen were on the scene 
by 5:04 and the fire was under 
control by 5:59 and the second 
alarm units were released at that 
time. 

Two firemen from College Park 
were injured, one seriously. Ac¬ 
cording to Fire Department Pub¬ 
lic Information Officer Jim Han¬ 
dy, Matt Shibbaro was injured 
when some burning material from 
the roof fell in on him when he 
was in a third floor apartment, 
knocked him to the floor and cov¬ 
ered him. Timothy De Ruyseher 
rescued him. Shibbaro was rushed 
by police helicopter to the Wash¬ 
ington Hospital Center burn cen¬ 
ter with second and third degree 
burns. He is expected to be re¬ 


leased soon. De Euyscher was 
treated at Prince Georges Doc¬ 
tors’ Hospital for minor burns 
and lacerations and was released 
the same day. 

So far no cause for the fire can 
be ascertained, Mundy said, nor 
could any cause be given for a 
similar size fire in Springhill Lake 
on February 17. That fire affect ¬ 
ed 22 families. 

According to Springhill Lake 
management many families had 
insurance and those who did not 
were able to receive assistance. 
Those residents who wanted to 
be relocated within Springhill 
Lake were placed. Management 
had high praise for the effective¬ 
ness of smoke detectors which 
not only alerted occupants to this 
serious fire but have also helped 
to prevent less serious fires from 
becoming more serious.

Members initiated the 
process and have approved it 
time and time again. Problems 
were predicted when we began 
work and problems have occur¬ 
red. They will continue to occur, 
and GHI must continue to correct 
them. We cannot let the difficul¬ 
ties make us stop the work on 
our homes. What is not taken 
care of now will only need to be 
taken care of in the future, at a 
greater cost and with the same 
inherent problems. 

We also must continue our 
work to improve the inspection 
procedures on the rehabilitation 
work. But please remember that 
the final and most important in¬ 
spectors are the members of the 
units. When any problem occurs 
that you notice, contact the GHI 
Development Corporation office as 
soon as possible. Any questions 
remaining unanswered may be 
taken to the Rehab Complaints 
Committee, to the GHI Office, or 
to one or more Board members. 
You may even bring problems to 
the full Board at its meeting 
on Thursday nights. 

In addition to the handling of 
problems in the work on the 
units, we now find we must han¬ 
dle several legal problems, as re¬ 
ported in the News Review of 
April 30.

And it will be 
of benefit to us to have them 
settled in a decisive manner. 

Years ago, when I was Chair¬ 
man of the Long Range Planning 
Committee, a respected member 
of the community, no longer ac¬ 
tive in GHI politics, suggested to 
me that the objectives of reha¬ 
bilitation were: (l) structural sta¬ 
bility, (2) cost effective energy 
conservation, and (3) a pleasant 
community in dynamic equilib¬ 
rium. At that time the item of 
“dynamic equilibrium” seemed a 
bit beyond the scope of anything 
rehabilitation would affect. Obvi¬ 
ously, however, events have 
shown that this objective is the 
most important of all. Rehabili¬ 
tation and how we manage all the 
issues it encompasses will deter¬ 
mine whether we will have a 
community in dynamic equilib¬ 
rium.

Paying for Heat 

It was with some dismay that 
I read of the delay in implement¬ 
ing Phase II of the rehabilitation 
program. It seemed to me that 
the few GHI residents in opposi¬ 
tion to the program were not the 
winners but that all GHI member 
owners were the losers. 

The most immediate problem 
which will face GHI is finding 
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money to pay for the heating sea¬ 
son beginning September. GHI, in 
its 124 heating plants, burns ap¬ 
proximately 1.7 million gallons of 
fuel oil each year. At $1.00 plus 
for each gallon of heating oil the 
sum is staggering. Much work 
has to be done each summer to 
the heating plants to maintain 
their 20 percent efficiency. Little 
has been done this year in an¬ 
ticipation of changing heating sys¬ 
tems. 

There is no money in the GHI 
budget to pay for repairs or oil 
after September, The Board has 
indicated that they will pay for 
next year's heat from funds set 
aside to pay for rehabilitation. 
When it comes time to change 
the heating system, there will be 
no money left and we the mem¬ 
bers will have to pay more.

A Little Barking 

There are three methods of gov¬ 
ernance of people and organiza¬ 
tions: (1) Tyranny, or the rule 
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of one person; (.2) Oligarchy, or 
the rule of a few, and (3) De¬ 
mocracy, or the rule of the ma¬ 
jority. Greenbelt Homes is sup¬ 
posed to be ruled by democracy, 
the rule of the majority, but a 
would-be oligarchy has formed 
itself to attempt to thwart the 
expressed wishes of the majority, 
particularly in the matter of re¬ 
habilitation. Their tactics are to 
make statements without expla¬ 
nation and to quote figures with¬ 
out proof. 

In an ad in the News Review, 
the members of this would-be oli¬ 
garchy say that bank financing is 
cheaper than financing by bond 
issue, but they do not explain how 
20 r ' interest can be cheaper than 
11 r r interest. In a letter to the 
Editor a member of the proposed 
oligarchy claimed that we will 
have to pay interest on contin¬ 
gency funds. The contingency 
funds, as has been said over and 
over, will not be drawn down un¬ 
til or unless they are needed for 
the specific contingency for which 
they were approved. Approval of 
a loan does not bring interest un¬ 
til the money is actually loaned. 

This same person cites things 
that cannot be done in GHI with¬ 
out the approval of the members. 
Three times the majority of the 
voters, in a democratic process, 
approved not only the rehabilita¬ 
tion but also the method of fi¬ 
nancing it. 

Again this person says that the 
membership will be paying CDA 
$12,000.00 per month. If her fig¬ 
ures are correct, and I can’t be¬ 
lieve it is that low, that would be 
only $7.50 per month per member. 
Add to that about $22 00 a month 
for^eiectric heat and, say, $7.50 
for maintenance, and I would be 
paying only $37.00 a month for 
heat and maintenance, for which 
I am now paying $84.54, a saving 
of $47.54 a month. 

Alas, I’m afraid her figures are 
not accurate. I think she is refer¬ 
ring to a reserve fund to guard 
against vacancy loss, any unused 
portion of which would revert to 
GHI, It would not be paid to 
CDA as she. says but it is the only 
figure of approximately that size 
in the package. You see, they are 
talking without really under¬ 
standing what they are saying. 

Perhaps for that reason, they 
should be ignored. I’ll admit it is 
as difficult to ignore these imita¬ 
tion oligarchs as it is to ignore a 
constantly barking dog, so let’s 
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do a little barking of our own. 
Let us show the lenders that we 
do want rehabilitation and that 
the voice of the would-be oli¬ 
garchs is not the voice of Green¬ 
belt Homes, but rather that the 
voice of the majority voting at 
our meetings expresses the will 
of GHI. All members were noti¬ 
fied of the voting; all members 
had an opportunity to vote, either 
in person or by proxy.

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quasi-public uses.” Thus general 
attractiveness and convenience of 
use for large numbers of people 
are extremely important in an ac¬ 
tivity center, she pointed out. 

If Coakley & Williams is suc¬ 
cessful in its rezoning effort, de¬ 
velopment plans include two 
more 16-story office buildings, a 
Martins banquet/catering facility 
and a 200-room hotel/motel. 

In last year’s report, the techni¬ 
cal staff explained that it prefer¬ 
red C-O in the interior sites, 
where there is no visibility from 
highways. This action would re¬ 
strict development to office uses, 
eliminating the possibility of less 
desirable C-M uses such as filling: 
stations; boat, automobile, and 
truck dealerships; and building 
supply stores with open storage. 
The staff thought it unlikely that 
undesirable uses in the C-M zone 
would be developed on sites that 
were visible from the highways. 
The fact that Martins and a hotel 
have expressed interest in becom¬ 
ing anchor tenants apparently 
supports this view, says the staff. 

Conditions 

The conditions that the techni¬ 
cal staff would impose again in¬ 
clude* screening of any outdoor 
display but now also would re¬ 
quire “site plan < approval) by 
the Planning Board prior to 
the issuance of any building per¬ 
mit.” The board stresses the fol¬ 
lowing objectives: 1) development 
of interior to be visually and func¬ 
tionally related to all the sur¬ 
rounding development so as to 


would be expected to produce a 
significantly greater number of 
vehicular trips. 

Traffic 

According to traffic studies, in¬ 
tersections of Greenbelt Road 
with the B-W Parkway access 
and with Hanover Parkway are 
expected to operate at Level of 
Service D after full development 
of the Greenway Shopping Center, 
the Maryland Trade Center and 
the Windsor Green townhouse de¬ 
velopment. (Level D is described 
as “traffic flow approaching insta¬ 
bility . . . the lowest level of ser¬ 
vice considered acceptable for ur¬ 
ban areas. Delays to vehicles can 
be substantial, but no excessive 
backups should occur at sig¬ 
nals.” ) 

The transportation staff is con¬ 
cerned that the intersection of 
Greenbelt Road and Hanover 
Parkway may operate at an un¬ 
satisfactory level after full devel¬ 
opment of the Sunstatcs property. 

In the box below, the number of 
trips that would be generated by 
the R-10 zoning and the mix of 
C-O and C-M under the current 
application and the recommenda¬ 
tion of the technical staff a year 
ago are compared. 

The construction of Hanover 
Parkway south to Good Luck 
Road should improve the capabil¬ 
ity of the road system to handle 
the traffic load, but the transpor¬ 
tation staff insists on further traf¬ 
fic studies to be done by the appli¬ 
cant at the subdivision stage. They 
hold open the possibility of re¬ 
stricting the intensity of develop¬ 
ment.

COUNCIL REQUESTS 
HEARING 

The City Council voted unani¬ 
mously Monday night to request 
a hearing before the Prince 
Georges. Planning Board on the 
rezoning application (—9352) 
of Coakley & Williams. The 
application asks for the C-M 
zone for 13.55 acres of the Sun¬ 
statcs property for the develop¬ 
ment of Martins, a 1700-seat 
banquet/catering facility and 
a 200-room hotel. On the re¬ 
mainder of the property, 20.2 
a., requested for the C-O zone, 
Coakley & Williams is expec¬ 
ted to construct two more 16- 
story office buildings. Together 
with the identical building they 
completed this winter, the 
group would be called the Ma¬ 
ryland Trade Center Park. 

While council has made no 
decision as yet on whether to 
endorse the rezoning request, 
its Advisory Planning Board 
has advised the city to oppose 
the C-M zone. (See separate ar¬ 
ticle.) 

The Planning Board, which 
met earlier today was expected 
to agree to the city’s request 
for a hearing and could be ex¬ 
pected to set a date no sooner 
than June 7 to give all parties 
the required 30-day notice. 

The Zoning Examiner’s hear¬ 
ing has already been scheduled 
for June 3. The examiner 
would then hold open the re¬ 
cord to receive the Planning 
Board’s resolution, which he 
will take into consideration be¬ 
fore issuing his own. After the 
examiner makes a determina¬ 
tion, the record will be closed 
and together with all recom¬ 
mendations will be submitted 
for a final decision to the Coun¬ 
ty Council sitting as the Dis¬ 
trict Council, the title it as¬ 
sumes in zoning matters. 


entire area, 2) adequate buffering 
from adjacent residential areas, 
and, if needed, from office devel¬ 
opment, 3) an effective traffic cir¬ 
culation system sehsitive to the 
needs of the entire activity center, 
and 4) integration of building lo¬ 
cations. parking compounds and 
pedestrian circulation sensitive to 
both the existing and potential de¬ 
velopment within the activity cen¬ 
ter. Site plan approval is consid¬ 
ered a tool “to encourage harmon¬ 
ious development,” said Wallace. 

Determinations 

The technical staff altered little 
in its list of determinations. There 
has been sufficient change in the 
character of the neighborhood 
they said, to warrant considera¬ 
tion of commercial uses. The ac¬ 
tivity center that is developing, 
they continued, “can accommo¬ 
date a mixture of commercial ac¬ 
tivities if properly related func¬ 
tionally and visually.” They point 
out that the superior location will 
foster the kind of revenue-produc¬ 
ing commercial development and 
employment opportunities that 
the county is eager to attract. 

Last year’s report stated that the 
incompatibility of some uses of 
C-M with retail shopping and res¬ 
idential development might under 
normal circumstances preclude 
consideration of this zoning cate¬ 
gory within an activity center. 
However, the location, says the 
staff, should encourage the high¬ 
est quality uses within the C-M 
zone because of the visibility from 
major highways and the resulting 
high land values. 

The greater emphasis on office 
development within the amended 
scheme would bring in greater 
revenues to the county than would 
the original plan, but it would also 
bring an increase in traffic. While 
the staff notes this drawback, they 
also point out that the original 
plan for R-10 high rise residential

Findings 

In asking for a recommenda¬ 
tion of denial for the C-M zone 
(on a vote of three-to-one) the 
APB listed the following findings: 

1. “There is no need for C-M 
ujses which are available near 
Greenbelt on Routes 1 and 450. . . 
The Board does not feel the local 
Greenbelt community needs 

-a hotel/banquet facility, 
and suggests, “there are other 
more attractive sites along the 
beltway which already have the 
correct zoning. , 

2. “The Board feels that the 

traffic studies. . . .are inadequate 
. . ” and should be redone as 

soon as possible 

In unanimously suggesting that 
council recommend approval of 
C-O zone, APB recommends the 
same conditions as does the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission’s Tech¬ 
nical Staff in its report dated 


April 22, 1981. (See separate 

story). APB added two new' pro¬ 
posals of its own — site plan 
review" by the city at the building 
permit stage (the technical staff 
requests Planning Board appro¬ 
val at this stage) and a lower 
building height for the twin office 
buildings which will flank the 
Maryland T^ade Center. The 
other three conditions call for: 
1. the development of the pro¬ 
perty to be visually and func¬ 
tionally related to the adjacent 
shopping center and other ad 
joining parcels; 2. an effective 
traffic circulation system to be 
developed sensitive to the needs 
of the entire activity center, and 

3. an integration of building lo¬ 
cations, parking compounds, and 
pedestrian circulation systems 
sensitive to the existing and po¬ 
tential development within the 
activity center.. 

Council will take up these is¬ 
sues at its regular meeting on 
May 18.

lew Citation Form 
On Criminal Offenses 

by Mavis Fletcher 

The Greenbelt city police de¬ 
partment is now using a new ci¬ 
tation form which can be used in 
lieu of making an arrest in cases 
of minor criminal offenses com¬ 
mitted by adults. 

The citation form is basically a 
summons for the adult citizen to 
appear for trial in Maryland Dis¬ 
trict Court at a later date. This 
new procedure has its legal basis 
in Article 27, Section 594 B-l of 
the Annotated Code of Maryland, 
Its provisions limit the use of the 
citation form to criminal viola¬ 
tions which carry a penalty of 
less than 90 days in jail or a $500 
fine. 

Examples of minor criminal of¬ 
fenses for which the officer may 
issue a citation in lieu of arrest 
include littering, disorderly intox¬ 
ication, disturbing the peace, pos¬ 
session of an open alcoholic bev¬ 
erage container and fireworks pos¬ 
session or discharge. Since state 
law limits city fines to $500, cita¬ 
tions may be issued for all viola¬ 
tions of city ordinances including, 
for example, cases of improper 
control of animals. Citations will 
not be issued for traffic violations 
since they are not criminal of¬ 
fenses. 

The citation forms can be is¬ 
sued only to adult residents of 
Maryland; the procedure docs not 
apply to juveniles. The citizen 
must sign the citation form. Sign¬ 
ing the form acknowledges re¬ 
ceipt of the citation but does not 
imply any admission of guilt. If 
the citizen refuses to sign the ci¬ 
tation. he will be arrested. 

The citation procedure is consi¬ 
dered less time consuming for 
police officers than arrest proce¬ 
dures and its use should allow 
officers to remain on patrol a 
greater percentage of the time. 
Equally important, however, the 
citizen who is charged by citation 
with a minor criminal offense need 
not be unnecessarily incarcerated, 
detained or inconvenienced. Ac¬ 
cepting a citation in effect puts 
the citizen on his own recogi- 
zance until the court date. This 
procedure is considered more effi¬ 
cient than the arrest procedure 
which involves booking, photo¬ 
graphing, fingerprinting, record¬ 
ing and appearance before a 
court commissioner in Hyattsville. 
The citation does, however, re¬ 
quire that those charged appear 
personally in court on the trial 
date.

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GHI TO SEEK WSSC REPLACEMENT 
OF 40-YEAR-0LD WATER MAINS 

by Sandra Surber Smith 

Even a three and a half hour session did not permit the 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. Board of Directors to get more than half¬ 
way through its agenda at the April 29 meeting. Rehab finan¬ 
cing, the upcoming court action on Phase II, water mains and 
meters, and the agenda and procedures for the annual meeting 
occupied the Board and a crowded room of visitors and members. 

NCCB Loan realize a savings. 

In a move to keep open a Two ways are available to re¬ 
financing option for Phase II of place the water mains and install 


the rehabilitation program, the 
Board passed a motion accepting 
a commitment letter from the 
National Consumer Cooperative 
Bank and authorized payment of 
a $17,000 commitment fee. The 
NCCB loan for $13,700,000 would 
be paid back over a 22-year pe¬ 
riod with interest only for the 
first 2 years. This loan also in¬ 
volves a stock purchase of $1,000,- 
000, to be financed along with the 
overall loan and resulting in an 
annual interest rate of 14.^;. The 
Board looked on this as a favor¬ 
able financing package. Since the 
NCCB loan entails fewer require¬ 
ments, it could also be used for 
some phases of rehab work before 
final disposition of the upcoming 
court case to test legality of 
Phase II rehab. 

Court Case 

In response to questions from 
members Eunice Coxon and Joe 
Comproni concerning the purpose 
of the upcoming court action on 
Phase II rehab, Director Joe Jen¬ 
kins explained that the action 
was taking place on advice of 
counsel. The purpose of the legal 
action is to obtain definitive deci¬ 
sions upon which to base the 
scope and direction of Phase II 
rehab. These procedures were de¬ 
scribed in a recent mailing to 
GHI members. Director Don Volk 
indicated that additional infor¬ 
mation would be distributed to 
members as soon as possible. 

Water Mains and Meters 

GHI General Manager Tim 
Mitter reported on the condition 
of the water mains presently 
feeding the frame homes. These 
pipes are made of galvanized 
steel, have been in the ground 40 
years, and arc rusting and deteri¬ 
orating. The rust and mineral de¬ 
posits in the pipes are clogging 
faucets and causing leaks. Re¬ 
placing the old pipes will save 
water and eliminate the fluctua¬ 
tions in water pressure experi¬ 
enced in some homes. By aban¬ 
doning the old piping and run¬ 
ning new pipes, GHI has the op 
portunity to change the group 
metering system currently used 
and to install individual meters. 
Once a codicil to the mutual own¬ 
ership contract is signed, the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC> will bill the 
member directly and the cost for 
water will then be deducted from 
the member’s monthly charges. 
Members who conserve will thus

meters—through Phase II reha¬ 
bilitation, with the work done by 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (GHIDC), or 
by having WSSC do the work up 
to within 5 feet of the building 
and GHIDC doing the plumbing 
into and under the building. A 
number of advantages stem from 
the second alternative. WSSC 
would be responsible for mainte¬ 
nance, replanting and resodding 
the areas excavated; the total 
cost would be considerably less 
to GHI; and these costs would be 
financed by WSSC. The Board 
passed a motion approving WSSC 
replacement of water mains and 
requiring that this work include 
individual water meters. 

Annual Meeting 

In addition to the NCCB loan, 
water mains and individual me¬ 
ters, two petitions were submit¬ 
ted by member Frank Ging for 
the agenda of the May 28 An¬ 
nual Membership Meeting. These 
petitions call for the suspension 
of work on Phase II and the ex¬ 
peditious completion of work on 
the frame homes under Phase I. 
Several members questioned the 
procedures used for counting 
votes at GHI membership meet¬ 
ings. Member Ben Elkins charged 
irregularities in the counting of 
votes at a previous meeting. Di¬ 
rector Margaret Hogenson said 
that the Nominations and Elec¬ 
tions Committee controls the pro¬ 
cedures and should receive this 
complaint. Director Jenkins said 
more information was needed. Di¬ 
rector Ed James felt that there 
were issues which should be dis¬ 
cussed between the Board and the 
N&E Committee. Director Steve 
Curtis felt written communica-

Committee was more appropriate. 
Director Wayne Williams cau¬ 
tioned that the By-laws specified 
the responsibilities of the N&E

mittee Chairman Frank Gervasi 
indicated that this would be done. 

Finally the Board approved a 
line item change to the 1981 
Budget reclassifying rehabilita¬ 
tion program interest to payment 
of increased costs in fuel oil, 
heating electricity and mainte¬ 
nance, heating plant repairs, wa¬ 
ter and capital improvement pay¬ 
ments of interest and principal. 
This change was necessitated by 
the delay in the implementation 
of the rehabilitation program. 
Staff architect Stan Sersen indi¬ 
cated that the improvements to 
the boiler plants were only those 
required to bring the plants up to 
the county code. 

Member Bettie Densen present¬ 
ed the report of the Ad Hoc Re¬ 
habilitation Complaints Commit¬ 
tee. She cited a specific problem 
in window color selection and a 
general problem of chain of com¬ 
mand and the designation of 
someone who can make a decision 
or undo a wrong one. Director 
Carl Conrad made a motion 
which passed, requesting the Ad 
Hoc Committee to review the list 
of complaints, both for damage 
and inferior work, and report to 
the Board; the Board would then 
authorize payment for pending 
claims.

Rehab IssuesDominate 
GHI Board Meeting 

by June Webb 

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors meeting of 
April 23 was again dominated by rehab issues. After a short 
open meeting, there was a recess, followed by an executive ses¬ 
sion. 


In answer to a question from 
Eunice Coxon, Assistant Manag¬ 
er Tim Mitter replied that instal¬ 
lation of frame home siding 
should begin in 3-4 weeks. He said 
that details are being worked out 
with the governmental agencies 
involved. 

Charles Schwan asked whether 
GHI has the funds to complete 
Phase I siding. Management stat¬ 
ed that the funds were available. 
Schwan then read a statement in 
which he contested remarks made 
by Director Ed James in a letter 
to the Prince Georges Journal. 
Schwan disagreed with James’ 
statement that less than 10% of 
the GHI membership had approv¬ 
ed rehab. He said that the per¬ 
centage of GHI membership vot¬ 
ing for rehab was greater than 
the percentage that had put mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Directors in¬ 
to office. Director James heat¬ 
edly disputed Schwan’s statement. 

Member Ben Elkins said that 
members should be required to 
vote in GHI elections. He alleged 
that the vote counting at the spe¬ 
cial membership meeting was in¬ 
accurate in one instance. 

President Don Volk related that 
agreement has been reached with 
HUD on the siding for the frame 
homes. 

Director Steve Curtis presented 
several ideas for consideration. 
He suggested that GHI investi¬ 
gate providing to members, at 


discount pricing, devices to reduce 
heat stratification in GHI homes. 
Management is investigating this. 
Curtis’ recommendation that 
members not wishing to insulate 
their attics be charged the GHI 
rehab cost of such installation 
(the amount to be retained as a 
deposit to insure that the work is 
done upon resale) met with no 
support. Curtis asked that the 
Land Reserve Funds be used to 
help members individually con¬ 
verting heating systems. All re¬ 
quests for loans from the fund 
now go through the board of di¬ 
rectors. The board has previous¬ 
ly voted to put a moratorium on 
the lending of Land Reserve 
Funds.
